crime is associated with banditry.

as arson, forgery, robbery, rape, in- 
fanticide and'criminal assault is cor- 
respondingly light.

other" offense which is 
only lightly 


punished. 
As marriage and divorce 


in Soviet Russia, have been made very 
easy,- however, there are relatively few

Death sentences are given only for 


counter-revolutionary activities, "eco- 
nomic espionage," counterfeiting, ,or- 
Eanized banditry and'Crimes, against 
the-state.1 'But even ;in'"These""cas'es" 
capital "punishment is sometimes with- 
held. A"notorious case recently was 
that of Boris Savinkdf, charged with 
widespread spying activities and other 
crimes against the Soviet.-" Although 
he confessed his complete guilt, he was 
given only 10 years in prison.
